Tiie soil iKfit adapted to the White Bur- 
ley Tobacco is generally given up to bo of 
a limu«tone nature. The best and lincist 
tobacco that comes from cutting district is 
^rrown on new hiiul, first and second crop, 
and in some cases a uood crop is raised llie 
third year, but that isranning the jrronnd 
t"0 hard. All our fancy cutting toliacco is 
raised on such land, and, as a general 
thinj?, it is underlaid with limestone, nl- 
thouj.'h Wf raise a really nice article on old 
land by plowing under a good crop of red 
clover, and using ]tlenty of stable manure. 
If you do not possess good, rich land, you 
had bt ttcr let tobacco growing alone, un 
less vou liavu nlenty of manure or other 
fertilizers. It should be the aim of every 
Tobacco grower to go for (juality and not 
for quantity.. If they were ail to adopt 
that plan for a few years, we would soon 
get our markets rid f>f a great I unien. 
Cultivating less ground and make a fancy 
article. 

rL0wiX({ Axn cri.TiVATiM;. 
Land intended for tobacco sliould he 
plowed in the winter, if possible, and plow- 
ed deef), if you ex pec t a crop. In the 
spring the ground should be turned with 
A double shovel i)low, and liarrowed and 
rolled, if rough and cloddy. The more 
you cultivate your land before you g(.'t 
your crop out, the less work it will take to 
tend it after it is set. After you have it 
planted, keep the plow an<l lioe ^oiuL'i-on- 
stantly, and plow just as deep as possible. 
The best plow for that purpose is a double 
shovel plow — shovels not wider than three 
inches, and full ten inches long. The 
more work you ^dve your tobacco, the 
better body it will have. Tobacco should 
be set both ways, onbott<im or level land, 
lliree and a half feet by twenty-eight inch- 
es. On hill land it will have to be set 
wider, to give rorim to tend it— full four 
feet between rows,

Now comes another important point in 
the growth of the crop, and that istoj^ping. 
JJon t top to more than twelve to fourteen 
leaves at the farthest ; you will make more 
pjundsatt mt height 'than at sixteen to 
twenty; ycjur top leaves will all fill otit 
well and mature, and be as large as any 
on the stalk. As to cutting, don't cut 
until ripe, w iiicli is al^ont four weeks after 
toppin*'. K»!ei> all suckers oil', to concen- 
trate the stocngth of the plant in the 
leaves. Snckering Tobacco is very tire- 
bome, and is the most laborious work tlmt 
is connected with the crop. Worms and 
suckeis at this pcrioil in the crop dennuvi 
the planter's entire attention until it is 
matured and ready for the knife. Cutting 
is now to begin. A good han<l w ill cut 
from five hundred to eight bumiied sticks 
a day, and some extra bands one thousand 
to twelve hundred. Place from four to 
six stalks on a stick ; you will have to be 
governed by size of plants ; if large, lour 
to six is plenty on a four foot stick. 

* IIANUINO AND STRIPPING. 

In hanging in the l)arn, the sticks may 
be iiung about eight inches apart, if dry 
and well wilted. Never take Tobacco in 
the !)arn if wet with dew or rain, as you 
are likely* to have it house l)urned. Never 
use fire in curing White Tobacco, as the 
smoke rendiTs it usi los for cutting i>ur- 
jioses, but keep the bam oj»en, so tlu.t 
liu' air can circulati' freely. When your 
Tobacio issuflicieiitly cured to strip, you 
should be careful in keejiing eack sort by 
itself. First, keep all the chaliy trasit 
leaves together; then your bright trash or 
lugs; next comes l)rigbt leaC which is 
about the center of the stalk, and some- 
times all on the stalk is bright after the 
lugs are ofl". Vm sure and keep each color 
and each length together by itself. 

' BL'l,Kl.N(i. 

Having your crop all strippetl, it is now 
ready for bulking, (ireat care should he 
exercise<lin having t!ie case right, as too 
much casing will cause your Tobacco to 
funk. Heavy bodied Tobacco will stand 
more casing than a fancy articU; will, to 
get in proper condition for bulking. It 
should dry out thoroughly after stripj ing, 
and then, as the leaf comes in ca^e before 
the stem, it should be iust moist enough 
no as not to break under your knees as 
you bulk it. The steins may he dry 
enough to break, but Ihot will not damage 
the Tobacco if the leaf has sufiicient moist- 
nrt to keep ItfMm brMklng. 

PACKING AND PRIZINO. 

Neit comes prizing in hogsheads, pre- 
paratory to shipping. This is not a very 



great task, but a great many make it so. 
There is btit one way in which Tobacco 
should be put in the hogshead, and that is, 
every kind you have should be packed in 
a hogshead by itself. Don't mix different 
kinds together; if you do, you are sure to 
get the worst (»f the inspection, and your 
Tobacco will sell for what the lowest grade 
in your sample is worth ; therefore you 
lose all your good Tobacco simply because 
a few hands of trash or some other worth- 
less article is in your sample.
